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Weatherman 
Back at Work 


Santa s 
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In The Valley! 


Chas. I. Dague, meteorologist of 
the U. S. Weather Bureau, has re¬ 
turned to resume charge of the fruit- 
frost service of the weather bureau 
in cooperation with the citrus grow¬ 
ers of the San Gabriel valley with 
his headquarters at Azusa. He vis¬ 
ited this section this week. 

“I am glad to be back again this 
winter,” says Mr. Dague, “and wish 
for the citrus growers another open 
season such as we had last winter. 
This should not be taken to mean 
that I am predicting an open season 
for this winter, as this is a condi¬ 
tion of the weather no man is able 
to forsee so far ahead.” 

It is the plan of Mr. Dague to 
carry on his work in about the same 
manner this winter as last winter. 
He is locating his temperature sta¬ 
tions over the valley at practically 
the same location as last winter, no 
changes being made except where it 
has become necessary because of the 
installation of orchard heaters in an 
orchard where a station was located 
last winter in which case a slight 
change is necessary. 

Temperature forecasts of the jri • 
bably low temperature for the night 
will be isssued and distributed to the 
citrus growers for nights with im¬ 
pending critical temperatures in 
about the same manner as last win-

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SIMPLE RECORD 
GIVES CITRIS 
GROVE STORY 


In Circular 2(H>, just issued by tlie 
ColleKe of AKi'iculture, is outlined a 
iiinple and practicable systcnn of cit¬ 
rus orchard analysis whereby the ef¬ 
ficiency of a citius i^rove may be de¬ 
termined. Coiiipiiialively few grow¬ 
ers have any idc^i as to what the 
relative efficiency of their grove is. 
In the ciicular it is poiriteil out that 
in these days of ever-mounting costs 
and increa-sing competition, it is im¬ 
portant not only for the grower to 
be efficient but for the gro\e to be 
efficient as well. 

It is staleii that e.vperience in or- 
charil analysis indicated that the 
average grove is about 50 per cent 
efficient. The methoii of analysis 
outlineil in the circuiar, which is 
fully illuslrateil, not only show.s the 
efficiency of the orchard but iixli- 
cates the cau.ses contributing to the 
lack of profitable production of the 
inefficient trees.

118,515.87 
By the above figures it will be 
seen that the General County E.x- 
penses amount to $17,956.95 and for 
the County and City .school.s a total 
of $44,293.81, out of which Pasadena 
High .school gets $17,956.95 for 80 
boys and 42 girls, or nearly $150 per 
pupil. The schools also receive con¬ 
siderable State aid in addition to 
the.^e taxes. 

The .special taxes for City Park, 
Library, Redemption of Bonds and 
Intere.st on .same are levied by vir¬ 
tue of State laws.

PASADENA CLINICAI 


At the recent monthly meeting of 
the Sierra Madre Civic association, 
held at the Woman’s club house last 
the important matter of our as¬ 
sessment and taxes was brought 
up for discussion.
